investwents being toxed. The value of the
bondholders’ property is out of all proportion
lo that of other property. A loan in long
cousols or consals without date of re lemption,
cowld be mude, we buve no doubt, at four per
vent., and perhaps at loss—any at three sixty-
five, or at a cent o day on the handred dollars,
I'ho whole debt conld be simplilied and put in
this form. The consolidation would not pre-
vent the redemption of the debt and its
linal extinetion, The Government could have
